1943 my wife introduced me to a lady In Zoppot. This lady also belonged 
tu the acquaintances of Dr. Englsing. She Informed me aouut new politi- 
cal difficulties, that were given to Dr. Englsing and promised to warn 
him immediately* 

The clear anti-fasoistlc line of Dr. Englsing has not. only been known 
to persons being in the secret, but to other circles too. In spite of 
this dangerous situation Dr. Englsing has not changed his attitude.
